Knocked Out By Judge Love of the Bui-- 


llnfrton (Iowa) United States 


District Court. 


KEOKUK, la., Jan. 26.—In tlie .saloon 


case of Hall et al. vs. Nueggcritruni S

Court, Judge Love yesterday remanded 
it oack to the State Court, following the 
decision of Judge Brewer in a similai 
case in Kansas. After a statement of tht 
case, and 
quoting authorities ns tc 


whether the case was a movable one, the 
Brewer decision states that the real reli- 
ance of the defendant is on the Four- 
teenth amendment, section r, which con- 
tains three prohibitions on State action 
The first has no application and has sc 
been decided by the Supreme Court,

operating so rigidly on property in exis- 
tence at the time of its passage" as abso- 
lutely prohibiting its sale and to amount 
to depriving the owner of his property, 
and it has been held that, as to such 
property, the statute would be void for 
that reason. Bat In no case has it been 
held that such a law was void, as violat- 
ing the privileges of citizens of a State 
or of the United States. H such a prop- 
osition is seriously urged it was held 
that the right to sell intoxicating liquors, 
so far as such right exists, is not one of 
the rights growing out ol citizenship oi 
the United States. As to the second prop- 
osition : Nor shall any State deprive any 
person of 
life, liberty 
or property 


without due process of law, It was held 
that under the statute no property held 
by the defendant, even though held for 
purposes forbidden and in defiance of 
law, is touched upon; no business, al- 
though in contempt of the State's man- 
date, is interfered with, except after no- 
tice, judicial inquiry aud condemnation, 
and this in dne process of law. In dis- 
posing of the claim that the statute con- 
templates the seizure and destruction of 
property through the forms of law, and 
that the State has no power to do this, 
the decision in the Walruff brewery case 
recently given out, covers this. 


The judge, in conclusion, says: On the 


question of doubt as to jurisdiction, tlie 
Federal courts should 
remand; they 


should not be covetous, but miserly ol 
jurisdiction. 
The State conrts had orig- 


inally unquestioned jurisdiction, and this 
court should not be loaded with removed 
cases unless its jurisdiction is clear and 
the mandates of the law imperatively re- 
quire it, and this is especially true of thc> 
cases in vvhich the State is attempting in 
its own conrts to enforce its statutes de- 
signed for the peace and good order of 
its citizens.
